About the year 1896, there was s psli 
dug la Jacob street near Parry straal. At 
that Urns people depended on pumps for 
tnelr dally use of water. It was not of 
very good quality, but be iter than that 
supplied by the Manhattan Water Oo. 
This company was chartered with bank 
lug privilege end was to supply tas 
eity with purs end wholesome water, 
but after It had lain Ue wood as 
pipes through tbs streets, It was found 
to be worse than the well water and was 
only used for ooofeleg and wash leg par- 
posse. In digging up the streets, the 
remains of the oid pipes are occasionally 
found, relies of s great fall are. 

A few years later the Croton water 
wee Introduced, the pomps wars abol¬ 
ished end nothing was left of the Man¬ 
hattan Water Company hut Its bank. 

When the well diggers asms to the 
water they found s plentiful supply, but 
It did not turn out to be like tbs usual 
well water; however, they kept It run¬ 
ning s few days, thinking the strange 
flavor would disappear In this they 
were disappointed, end then had re¬ 
course to s chemist, who, after analys¬ 
ing It, prooounoed It to be Impregnated 
with a certain kind of salt, and fully 
equal to the Saratoga spring water. 

Wneu this was announced, an euterprls- 
teg speculator by sours uivene managed 
to Secure fie well and a eprill rwflf* 
near by Into which the wafer was con¬ 
veyed, and set *cd It out t j toe drinking 
public at 6 cents a g’asa. li was UuUied 
Jacob's well. It la astonishing what 
an excitement tala fountain of 
beahn produced. People bought tue 
water by the gallon or quart to carry to 
their homes, aud for a long time tbs 
proprlator was kept busy In selling the 
heslta giving fluid. While the exolte- 
ment lasted he rasped a good harvest, 
but the eud came; people began to re¬ 
member whet this land was before It be¬ 
came occupied by the hide end leather 
dealers, end where It got the name of 
• wemp. All that seotlou from Ferry 
street to Frankfort street was used for 
tinners, and consequently the wb de 
soli was Impregnated with the 
double distilled essence of horse and 
cow hides. It did not take long for tue 
speculator to close up bis business end 
go to other fields. * 

it was In this neighborhood that the 
Mercentll- L'brsry bad Its location. All 
the books were In one room. Eventual¬ 
ly with tue aid of the merchants It was 
removed to Clinton Hall, corner of 
Beckman and Nassau attests, now It (s 
located In Aetor place, end Its books 
9*3,000 (than era sow ssvsaty- 
Ubrsrlss In the eity) 

Clinton Hail had a large lecture room 
for the uss of tbs members of the Mar- 
osoUls Library wbieb was o e e aalocally 
rented to lecturers sad other an Ur tain 
ere. 

Daring tbs winter of 1839. Mr. Gra¬ 
ham, the vegetarian, lectured shoot 
oaoe s weak to well filled booses. He 

wee styled tbs brown breed men be- 
csoae be advocated the nee or unbolted 
flour. He had many followers sod the 
Graham bread Is now a stapl* article. 
There were about twelve young men In¬ 
mates of our boarding bouse, who fol¬ 
lowed bis directions to the letter. As 
soon as spring was advanced they arose 
st daylight, and crosaed over to Brook 
lyo to play ball oo the Heights, Mr. 
Graham being one of toe number. 
Then there were very tew bouses.oo the 
Heights, sod no dooks west of Fulton 
Ferry, the whole water front being used 
oy oyster dealers for storing oysters. 
They built s dam st low water mark 
with lids gates to keep s full supply of 
water st all times. 

The fsrry boats would be a curiosity 
to-day—two olgar shaped boats with 
enough room between for tbs paddle- 
wheel. Of oourse they were not very 
feet, which possibly eooonnte tor s Utils 
room st oos end of the oabln for the 
sale of fruits, cake, oand ; and root beer.
